' \\-ASIIISGTON', 'March 3.—So great 
has become thc interest in the investiga- 
tion of the protests against Reed Smoot 
of Utah retaining his seat in the United 
States senate that it was decided neces- 
sary to post a policeman at tho door of 
the' committee room where the hearings 
are proceeding. All persons except tfiose 
directly inlercsted were kept out of the 
room, 'though outside thc doors it was 
almost impossible to maintain a passage- 
way through the crowd. Just before 
the hearing was begun today Mr. Smoot 
received a telegram from Provo. Utah, 
stating that his sister, Mrs. George S. 
Taylor, is dead as thc result of an oper- 
ation. He had no previous knowledge 
of her illness and exhibited plainly the 
effects of tho sudden shock. 


When the committee was called to or- 


these wives I have had children and I 
have preferred to take my own chances 
with the law and suffer any consequen- 
ces the law might visit upon me rather 
than abandon these children and their 
mothers. 


ACK NOW LEDGES VIOLATION.

These people as a rule 
uro broad minded and liberal in their 
views aiid have condoned thc iitVcnso— 
if offense it is, rather than interfere with 
my situation us they found it. It has 
be'eii known wlmt I have been doing. I 
h,ive not 'been interfered with, nor dis 
liirbru in any way. If I had been ] 
was there to answer the charges. I was 
willing to face them and submit to the 
penalty, whatever it might be."

VIOLATED THE LAW.' 


Mr Taylor asked President Smith n 


number o'f questions which brought out 
n statement from Mr. Smith regarding 
his own position under the laws cover- 
ing polygamy. Ho acknowledged that 
ho had violated them continuously since 
thc manifesto of 1SBO c.nd is ready and 
always hr.s been ready to face the laws 
of the land. 


Mr. Taylor: 
"Is cohabitation with a 


plural wife contrary to the rules of tho 
church!" 
"Mr. Smith asked and received permis- 


sion to make a statement and then an- 
swer thc question in bis way. He spoke 
with great feeling and directness, just 
thc reverse of his attitude on the stand 
nt yesterday's hearing, saying:

The board then proceeded 
to election and'after balloting-for more 
than an hour the 'following supervisors 
were elected: R. M. JSoyd, Racine; H. 
E. Ziminermarin, Burlington; 'William 
Shenkenbcrg, 'Waterford; 'John Barr 
and Peter Kelson, Racine. 


It was ejected that.the board would 


adjourn, but the question of who was in 
authority again came up and also the re 
tention of the".help at thc asylum.

Peterson differed with him and thought 
it would be cheaper to sell the same. 
Attendants of the asylum at 3:45 o'clock 
were testifying in regard to how the 
fire started.

government here arc so well known to 
their intimate friends -and confidantes 
that I am able to reflect them with ac- 
curacy. To many readers it may seem 
that any such assurance is superfluous. 
And yet your correspondent, during a 
recent journey in the northwest, was of- 
ten asked the question if there exists 
any serious danger of tho United States 
becoming embroiled in. the hostilities be- 
tween Russia and Japan. Moreover, the 
somewhat excited and almost hysterical 
outgivings of the Russian press, prompt- 
ed in part "by the Russian government 
itself, have served to increase the feel- 
ing of anxiety and to add to the fear 
that sooner or later the United States 
may be involved. It is also true, us 
anyone may discover by leaving Wash- 
ington and conversing with tho people 
out in iho states, that there exists just 
a little trepidation on tho score of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's supposed love for mil- 
itary operations and his penchant for 
getting into any muss that may be go- 
ing on in his neighborhood. This feel- 
ing docs oxist to some eNtcnt, and it 
extsts among the very men who most ad- 
mire the president. Thoy do not -be- 
lieve he is rash or that he would wan- 
tonly toko steps 
which might plunge 


this' country into war. But they feel 
that if. through the exigencies of cir- 
cumstances, a strained relation were to 
arise between tho United States, and 
Russia, the president might not be .as 
discreet and cautious as, lor instance, 
Mr. McKinley would bo were he .still 
alive and in the .presidential chair. 


• • * • 


On these accounts I have sought In- 


formation as to the actual state of opiu- 
'ion in our government with reference to 
this ' possibility. Such information I 


fought in the highest quarters. There 
is here not the slightest fear that tho 
United States may be drawn within the 
vortex of war. There is no desire that 
the United States bocomo' involved. 
There is no belief that this country has 
any stake in the outcome of tie pres- 
ent hostilities which could in any prcb- 
able contingency warrant the drawing 
of tho sword by ' the United States. 
President-Roosevelt has just as much 
idea of embroiling this country in war 
with Great Britain or Mexico or Italy 
ns he has of taking the part of Japan 
against Russia, which, of course, means 
that ho has no thought of such a thing, 
and nevnr has had. Russians ma,y feel 
that 
American sympathies aro

The building nulct 
iic modern in all respects, both as to cir- 
culation nnd ventilation and should be 
built in this way in the first place even 
if more expensive, lie said he would 
like to sec the .Racine county building 
with more land.

from their own number, and all of whom 
slmli serve without compensation, to 
ndopt and execute a plan for Mich addi- 
tional mom us will, in the judgment of 
such commissioners, furnish proper ac- 
commodations for tlie state la.w library 
und the supreme judicial department of 
the state.

Old unclean di?hclo,ths should never 


be used for wiping dairy utensils aft- 
er they have been steamed or subject- 
ed to the hot alkali solutions, as the 
germs which are lodged in the cloth 
will be again distributed over tho sur- 
face of the vessels, thus reinfecting 
them, says Oscar Erf in American 
Agriculturist. 
If utensils must bo 


wiped dry, it is always best to use a 
coarse linen cloth which has previ- 
ously been steamed or boiled. Scrub 
brushes are; the best articles for UKU 
in cleaning dairy 
utensils. 
Coarse 


linen cloths may ulso be used, but they 
reauire more care in keeplns them 
clean. 
The same methods for clean- 


ing utensils should be followed for 
cleaning cloths. 
With these precau- 


tions dairy utensils can be kept ?anl- 
tary with but Uttie expense.

As the skimped milk Is In- 
creased the whole milk must be de- 
creased until the entire feed becomes 
skimmed milk, tlie change being at tbe 
i-ate uf half a pound per feed. At the 
end of n month after the calf in taken 
from the CPW the daily amount given 
is frqrn twelve to fourteen pounds per 
calf, at two months eighteen poupfls, or 
twenty-two to twcntyrfour pounds per 
day per c^lf, A quart of milk weighs 
a little over two pounds, and the num- 
ber of (juart* fed is only half the num- 
ber of poimdg. 


This may look to be tt small amount 


to many feeders, but is all that the 
calf wiil eat and thrive on and gain 
the- sufficient quantity. The milk can 
be fed in tin pails, and those and the 
cans in which the skimmed milk is 
kept must be thoroughly washed and 
KCtiUled oa.cn time after feeding and 
wjien possible set iu. the sun. Keep the 
calves from sucking each other's earn 
by keeping them separate for half an 
hour after feeding, until their mouths 
become dry. Keep fresh water within 
reach of tbe ca|v-es at all times, aud a?, 
soon as the calves are taken from their 
mother they should he dehorne(l. 


The hair on the place wliere the horn 


would appear should be clipped, off 
with shears, the end of a stick of caus- 
tic potash is wet in cold water and tho 
spot over the horn rubbed with it until 
the skin appiars raw, after which a 
light scab is formed, but SQOB disap- 
pears, and the growth of thjf horn is 
prevented. Give the calves^Pielter in 
cold weather and an open shed Iu 
warm weather where they can go for 
shade. Keep the shelter a.nd yards 
clean nnd frequently sprinkle lime 
around them. Watch the calves close- 
ly and if one begins to scour cut down 
his feed at once and. g|ve from one to 
two ounces of castor oil. If this Is not 
sufficient give ten to fifteen drops of 
laudanum a day in the milk, and the 
trouble usually stops in two to three 
days. Inoculate the calves when two 
to "four months old to prevent blackles. 
Treat them kindly at all time? and 
ba,ve tbe.ro become pets.—Epltoiplst.

' WASHINGTON, March 3.— So

hat. become the interest in tj>e investiga- 
tion of the protests against Reed Smoot 
of Utah retaining bis seat in the United 
States senate that it was decided neces- 
sary to post a policeman at the door of 
the committee room where the hearings 
are proceeding. All persons except those 
directly interested were kept out of the 
room, though outside the doors it was 
utmost impossible to maintain a passage- 
way through the crowd. Just before 
the hearing was begun today Mr. Smoot 
received a telegram from Provo. Utah, 
stating that his sister, Mrs. George S. 
Taylor, is dead as the result of an oper- 
ation. He had no previous knowledge 
of her illness and exhibited plainly the 
effects of the sudden shocks 


When tfie committee was called to or- 


der seven senators were present. Chair- 
man Burrows gave the ruling on the 
questions asked of President 'Joseph F. 
Smith, relating to the polygamous co- 
habitation of Geo. F. Teasdale, a Mor: 
mon apostle. Objections to such, ques- 
tioning ba3 been made by the defense the 
committee ruling that tho 
testimony 


bearing upon plural marriages of any 
members of the twelve apostles of which 
Mr. Smoot is one, is competent so far 
us it relates to such polygamous cohabi- 
tation up to Sept. 28, 1890, the date of 
Resident Woodruff's 
manifesto with- 


drawing the order of the church com- 
mending plural marriages. 


VIOLATED THE LAW; 


Mr. Taylor asked President Smith a 


number of questions which brought out 
n statement from Mr. Smith regarding 
bis own position under the laws cover- 
ing polygamy. He acknowledged that 
he had vxoiatcd them continuously since 
the man-'festo of 1800 a.nd is ready and 
always hns been ready to face the laws 
of the land. 


Mr. Taylor: "Is cohabitation with a 


plural wife contrary to the rules of the 
church?" 


"Mr. Smith asked and received permis- 


sion to make a statement and then an- 
swer the question in his way. He spoke 
with great feeling and directness, just 
the reverse of his attitude on the stand 
at yesterday's hearing, saying:

If I liad been I 
was there to answer the charges. I was 
willing to face them and submit to the 
penalty, whatever it might be." 


''I am ready to face the In\v rather 


than disgrace myself or degrade my fam- 
ily by turning them off."

the next ten months, for $600, services of 
his wife to be included, the county to 
pay for other help and furnish supplies; 
they heard a communication of Judge 
Belden, addressed to Purchasing Agent 
Peter Myers, relative to the .circuit 
court room, its terrible unsanitary con- 
ditions, etc., and demanding that im- 
provements bo made. The board rofus; 
ed to appropriate • $500 for fire protec-' 
tion at the Sacine connty poor house 
and-listened' tOj,an,, address by Mayor 
Nelson, who spoke for the pauper com- 
mittee, in favor of moving the county 
house in conjunction with the Eacine 
county insane asylum. 


RESOLUTION VOTED DOWN. 


The resolution relative to union labor, 


being given preference in the building of 
the asylum was offered by Supervisor 
Harry Miller and reads as follows: • 


Resolved, That the building commit- 


tee having in charge the arrangements 
of the construction of-the!', new''insane 
asylum be instructed to insert in the 
proposals for contracts for work, that 
union labor be given the preference in 
all work done in the construction of the 
building and the installing of all inter- 
ior arrangements. 


Supervisor Simpson moved that the 


resolution be laid on the table. 


Supervisor Boyd made the statement 


that the resolution was in direct conflict 
with recent court decisions. The motion 
of Mr. Simpson to lay it on the table 
prevailed and the following ia the vote:

ed as to whether the board had such 
power. The chairman doubted it, but 
jVfr.

• Mr. 6versen said that he was getting 
n salary of $1,000 a year, but that .he

The proposi- 
tion of fGOtbrair accepted and the county 
farm will;|jeiiOperated daring the com- 
ing Biimnier and 'not leased. 


. BUILDINGS IN BAD SHAPE} 
Poor Agent Peter Myers w«8 permitted 


to addres* the county board in regaril 
to what lie had done. He said that there 
was not ample money to put in fire pro- 
tection at the county poor house; that 
if the board "wanted a system put in for 
$200 it ,5vpul4 be a one horse affair. He 
did not-want to spend the money of the 
county foolishly. THe agent also im- 
pressed upon, the minds of the connty 
members -that county buildings were get- 
ting old, roofs bad, furniture going to 
pieces, etc. Particular attention was 
paid to the circuit court room and "Mr. 
Myers read a communication he had re- 
ceived from Judge Belden. 


During the course oft his remarks 3Tr. 


Myqers "quoted that Judge -Belden said 
that the Racine circuit court room was 
the poorest in the state of Wisconsin 
and that if repairs were not made he 
would refuse to again hold court in the 
room.

COURT ROOM IN BAD SHAPE. 


Judge Belden in the communication, 


referred to having called attention of 
the board, through its finance committee, 
to improvements, alterations and repairs 
needed and being necessary and desira- 
ble. 
It then says: 


• "All of these things to which I coll 
attention are proper and necessary in 
order that the rooms occupied by the cir- 
cuit court of said county be suitable and 
fit for their purposes. The walls, wood 
work and ceilings are exceedingly diirty; 
the water closets in the north jury room 
are antiquated, unsanitary and unfit; the 
aceoustics of the court room are very 
poor; ^Elie space within the bar rail is 
too small; the ventilation is miserable; 
the matting in the audience part of the 
court room ia dirty; even filthy, and 
wholly unsanitary; the carpets within 
tho bar space are worn out and unfit for 
th^conrt room; the benches for the 
audience sadly need, repairing; the con- 
venience and comfort of jury require ele- 
vation of the rear room of jurors and 
more comfortable chairs. Deeming the 
present condition of the circuit court 
rooms and furnishings unsuitable, unfit 
and that the same are not suitable, I do 
hereby, by virtue of the authority in 
me vested, dircitt nnd order that im-' 
provements be made." 


County Poor Agent Myers explained 


what the improvements embraced, thai 
bids had been received and estimated the 
cost at $700. He said there wa.s no mo- 
ney, but that the work w«s being done. 
The board took no action, but the fact 
that Judge Belden, ha'd declared the 
court room was the worst in the state 
and that he would not hold court unless 
repairs were made, was a shock to the 
mcmbcis. Some talk ensued about the 
janitor work being poor, but it did not 
amount to anything. 


MAYOR URGES. COMBINATION. 
Mayor Nelson appeared before the 


board in behalf of the pauper commit- 
tee of the city council, relative to chang- 
ing the location of tho county house 
and farm. He said that tile committee 
believed that it would be for the best 
interests of all to looate the 
county 


house in connection with, the insane nsy- 
lum, that it would be more advantag- 
eous and economical, better for the pa- 
tients, relatives, etc. He strongly urg- 
ed the two being together. 


The board members discussed the ques- 


tion pro t and con, but did not take any 
official action.

COMMITTEE OF FIVE ELECTED. 
After the members of the state board 


of control had appeared 
before 
the 


county board of supervisors yesterday 
afternoon and gave them 'good advice 
and advanced suggestions with reference 
to. the rebuilding of a new, asylum, 
running the some so n.n to make it s«lf- 
snstaitiing, etc., a recces of fifteen min- 
utes was takeii. 


There was considerable doubt in the 


minds of the Racine county solona as 
to whether a. committee from the board 
or outside, could be appointed or elect- 
ed, to get plans and specifications, visit 
other asylums, bare the grounds cleaned 
up and perform other duties, legally. 


While the members of tho state board 


did not advise the naming of such a 
committee, it j»ve «» en opinion that a 
committee could be so selected, either 
from the board members or outside. 
They farther said that in case a com- 
mittee were selected from the board ol 
supervisors-and the term of ofBoa ot any 
inch "committee'*roan'ahouM expire he 
could still' bold the eomn»itt«ejgo«ftij>n. 


The opinion did not meet-with the 


view of Chairman Bhenkenberg and oth- 
ers and some' dteetmion aroee. Finally 
a recem'waa taken iming which Home 
of the inenAeritjof, thi) state hoard bid 
the board member* farewell and left the 
city. When the board reeoBreaed, the 


following resolution was preiented and 
adopted:- 


COMMITTEE NAMED. 


Resolved, That a committee of five be 


elected, whose duty it shall be to secure 
plans and specifications complete for the 
erection of Racine county asylum for 
the chronic insane. That they -he au- 
thorized to visit such asylums a*-they 
deem necessary in order that they may 
become acquainted with the modern con- 
struction and equipment of such insti- 
tutions. After such plans and Bpecift- 
cationa have been secured they shall be 
submitted to the state board of control 
for their approval; then to the Racine 
county board of supervisors for their 
approval. In addition to the. above du- 
ties said committee shall have power to 
let the contract'to clean up the, ground 
for a new building, clean, tho brick and 
store and pile up the awne out of the 
way. 


The resolution first provided that the 


committee be appointed by the chair- 
man, but this was changed go that they 
be- elected. The board then, proceeded 
to election and'after balloting for more 
than an hour the following supervisors 
were elected: R. M. JJoyd, Racine; H. 
E. ^immermarm, Burlington; William 
Shenkenberg, Waterford; John Barr 
and Peter Nelson, Racine. 


It was expected that the board would 


adjourn, but the question «of who was in 
authority again conic up and also the re- 
tention of the help at the asylum.

adjusting the loss on the Racine county 
insane asylum, held a consultation with 
the committee appointed by the county 
board, looked over, the records in rela- 
tion to the asylum buildings, e*c. Then 
they made a trip to the asylum farm 
and viewed the destroyed building, 
buildings saved, household goods saved 
and their investigation war thorough*' 
and business like. 
. 


Returning to the city they were unan- 


injous in their opinion t)iat everything 
was a total loss on building and. other 
items _in dispute and recommended pay- 
ment" of an insurance of $36;000 on the 
building and $(5,550 on the contents, 
making a total of-$42,550 to be paid the 
county of Racine,' and with which work 
on a new .asylum "can be commenced. 


The opinion prevails that thb commit- 


tee named by the county board will get 
plans and specifications .for an asylum 
to meet the suggestions of the state 
board, to hold 200 patients, and with 
the best modern steam heating appli- 
ances.

WASHINGTON, March 3.-^Senators 


Spooner and Quarles had a conference 
•with Senator Hale, chairman of the nav- 
al committee of the senate yesterday, 
the result of which probably will be the 
incorporation in the bill of the proposi- 
tion of a new commission, to be ap- 
pointed by tho president, to examine the 
sites far a naval training station on the 
great lakes. Senator Hale is impressed 
with t he _ wisdom of the proposition. 


The naval bill has been reported to 


the senate, the committee having taken 
a new tack with reference to the naval 
training station, restoring it to the bill, 
with a simple appropriation item, in- 
tended to give (250,000 for the purchase 
of land, somewhere in the zone of the. 
territory marked out by the naval 
board, on the shores of Lake Michigan. 


It is the opinion of Senators Spooner 


nnd Quarlea that the provision, aa re- 
ported by the committee, 'would be un- 
just, because it would leave the matter 
of selecting the site to the navy depart- 
ment, and that is precisely what is not 
wanted, in view of the prejudice already 
shown by the department in favor of the 
peculiar report made by the present 
naval board. While it Is not certain 
that the senate will agree to the plan 
outlined by the' Wisconsin senators, it 
is their purpose to have a 'rehearing or 
put a atop to the present plans for the 
station.

Cleveland was president, an- 
nounced that he had written Jthei-former 
•resident, sending him an extract from 
the record: and asked If. the statements 
made by .Mr. Scott were'true. 


"This morning," lie said, ,"I received 


th« following reply, which he read amid 
applause on the Democratic side> 


Princeton, March 2, .1904.—Hon. •& Y. 


Webb, House,of Representatives. Dear 
Sir: It is a matter of small concern, to 
me that a Mr. Scott has seen fit to use 
my name in a, display of his evil pro- 
pensities on the floor of the house of 
representatives: 


In answer to your inquiry, however, I 
have to say of Ms statement that the 
Colored man, C. H. 3. Taylor, tdok lunch 
with me at the White House, that it is 
a deliberate fabrication out of whole 
cloth. 


As far as XTr. Taylor is concerned I 
understand prior to Ms appointment a^ 
register of- deeds at Washington that he 
had) served as an associate in the office 
of tlie city attorney at Knnsas'City. His 
nomination as register was confirmed by 
the senate and he served in that place 
with intelligence and efficiency. He has. 
since died. So people -restrain them- 
selves from, abusing the dead. 


My inqniries concerning Mr. Taylor 


before his" appointment, my observation 
of him during his incumbency and the 
little I had known of him since, satis- 
fied me that his character is very Tin- 
justly attacked in the diatribe of Mr. 
Scott. 


One charge is made against Mr. Tay- 


lor by Scott which ho undoubtedly 
clinches with truth when,he says, "He 
was a black negro." I am led, liowever, 
to doubt liis latter statement iii which 
he says, "An black as you ever saw."

"He ner-- 
er by word or act encouraged the dream 
of social, equality in the breast of the 
black man. "Again," he continued, "He 
was the fribnd of the colored .man, but 
he was also the friend of the southern 
white man and sympathized with us in 
our race problems and race burdens and 
that, sir, is more than Mr. Roosevelt 
has done." 


Mr. Scott said ho accepted the state- 


ment of Cleveland as true and offered 
his apology to the former president. la 
justice to luiusclf Mr. Scott said he de* 
eired to say that'-he. never .before-heard 
the report denied. 


Mr. Swanson, Virginia, asked Mr. 


Scott where he hud heard the report.. 
Mr. Scott replied that he had seen the 
statement in newspapers.

'WASHINGTON', March '2.—A co'iicl'us- 


ion oi the negotiations fo.r-.thc title of 
the Panama canal property is within 
sight. .Within forty days perhaps in a 
shorter time, the United States will be 
in full possession of the property and 
the money consideration will hare been 
paid to the Bepublie of Panama and to 
the new Panama canal company. 


Attorney General Knox had a confer- 


ence today with the president at which 
the whole subject, so fur as the legal 
phases of it arc concerned, ivaa consid- 
ered and decided. At the conclusion of 
the conference the attorney general au^ 
thori/ed the following statement: 


"I have advised the president that lie 


Is authorized to pay at once to the Re- 
public of Panama the $10,000,000 stipu- 
lated for hy the treaty, the ratifications 
of which have just been exchanged. Also 
that lie ia authorized to pay to the new 
Panama Canal company the $40,000,000 
which under the agreement between the 
United States nnd tliat company 
this 


government is to pay for its property 
and have notified the canal c'ornpany we 
are ready to close the transaction. 


"The details in connection with . tlie 


transfer of the canal company's proper- 
ty should not require more than thirty 
days. 
' 


THINKS TITLE IS CLfeAK. 
. 


It'appears tliat, after thorough con- 


sideration of the entire subject, General 
Knox is satisfied perfectly with the title 
which the canal company is able to pass 
to the United States. In his opinion it 
will not be necessary to pursue the in- 
vestigation further. Mr. Knox declined 
to discuss the pending litigation in tlie. 
French courts, but the inference from 
his statement ia plain that he does not 
regard it a serious menace to the valid- 
ity of tlie title to the property which 
the company will pass to 
the United 


States. 


It lias not been determined how soon 


the $10,000,000 will be paid to the Re- 
public of Panama, but it is quite likely 
that payment will be made very sooii. 
Some details regarding the transfer of 
the canal company's property *remam 
yet to he arranged. 


Secretary Shaw practically lias com- 


pleted arrangements at tlia treasury de- 
partment for the money neeessnry 
to 


meet the obligations incurved 
through 


the purchase of the French company's 
property. It is likely tliat,'in,'a short 
time, iie will issue a call upon the banks 
which are depositories of government 
fluids for the money to be paid out.'

NEW CAPITOL .FAVORED 


Improvement Commission Would 


Spent) *1»(MK),000 in Build- 


ing a New Structure. 


" MADISOX, March 2.—Wisconsin is to 
have an entirely new capitol building,, 
to be erected in section* and at different 
times, extending over a period of years. 
This ia said to be the plan of the capitol 
improvement committee, vhieh is in 
special session here, 
and 
which 
will 


probably take definite, action 
on the 


matter today. This rnea.ns that plans 
providing ultimately for the construc- 
tion of an entirely new statehouse will 
be adopted by the. committee, and that 
any improvements it may make with 
the $100,000 appropriated to it wilt be 
along those lines. The belief still pre- 
vails that no extra session of the legis- 
lature will be called. 


From conversation with the members 


of the committee it Is gleaned that if 
they felt that they would have the sup- 
port of the people of the, state they 
would not hesitate about securing plans 
for a new capitol, and would proceed as 
far lis they could with ita construction. 
They would like to see a. capitol costing 
about $1,000,(MM} erected. 


Some of the members of the commit- 


tee contend that the legislature clearly 
intended that they should have plans 
prepared for an entirely new building, 
and make their improvements in accord- 
ante therewith because the large appro-: 
priutian of $100,000 for plans indicates 
such intention. Such a large sum, they, 
say, was clearly not intended 
simply 


for plans for a relatively small addition 
to the capitol, such as tlie court and li- 
brary might need. 
, 


THE INSURANCE QUESTION. 


The wisdom of the state in carrying 


its own insurance is receiving much dis- 
cussion hare. The cost of insuring the 
entire property at a reasonable value, it 
has ween estimated, would be about &~,- 
500 a. year. In fact, this was. about the 
amount paid during the Scofleld admin- 
istration, \rhen all of the property waa 
insured at what was considered a rea- 
sonable value. At this r«te, it would 
take the state about 150 years to save 
enough on insurance by carrying the 
risks itself to build a jti.QOO.OQO eapitol. 
This is, of course, on the assumption it 
would not suffer any fire loss whatever 
on any of its property during that per- 
iod. At the same rate it would take 
forty years to savp enough to rc-iui- 
burse it for Saturday's loss. 


An examination of records in the state 


insurance commissioner's 
office 
shows 


that $400,000 of regular insurance car- 
ried on the state university buildings 
and contents expired in tho la»t few 
days, leaving only n small part of the 
$005,850 originally carried oil the prop- 
erty in force. The remainder will ex- 
pire in a few mouths- The imwrablc val- 
ue of property is $1,782,000. Under the 
new law, providing that the state shall 
carry its own insurance, the state will 
carry insurance 
on 
this property 


amounting to »0 per cent of its insur- 
able value, On July 1 next, nio»t of the 
regular insurance on the state charitable 
and penal institutions will expire, arid 
three months later most, of the remain- 
der will do so. There is still in force 
«lmnt $800,000 on this properly. 


The insurable value of the property 


is .*2.447,000.

\Vlipn William Shenkenberg,' of AVat- 


erford, chairman of the Racine county 
board of supervisors, called that body 
to order this morning, it was after 10 
o'clock. It was a special meeting, call- 
ed for the purpose of taking action in 
regard to the destruction of the coun- 
ty insane asylum by fire and to transact 
any other business deemed advisable. ' 


There was developed at the moating 


evidence ' that 
Superintendent 
.yrnnk 


Overscn and his attendants' were not 
negligent; that every possible effort was 
jnado to subdue the flames: that the fire 
originated in the attic and undoubtedly 
from a defective hot air pipe running 
between the partitions; that then- wits 
ivater in the tanks; that the water pro- 
tection was good until a large number 
of streams were put on; that the loss 
to the building destroyed, was $32,000 
from an estimate in 1001, loss on ths 
new parts $10,000, with an insurance of 
.^35,000; l</£3 to contents, taken from in- 
ventory of 190!, was $11,730, with an 
insurance of $G.i>50; value of property 
saved from $300 to $1,000, in fact a to- 
tal loss of everything; .estimated cost 
to replace the building as it was before 
the fire, $80,000; resolution adopted to 
take measures to rebuild as soon as pos- 
sible; state board to be here tomorrow. 


TO EXONERATE ME. OVERSEA. 
It is also probable that resolutions 


will be offered and adopted exonerating 
the 
superintendent and thanking him 


for his services in getting out the par 
tieiits and attempting to save the build- 
ings. .Some lively questions developed 
during '-he investigation and Mr. Over- 
sen had the best of it at all times, in 
fact there wa-? not the slightest evidence 
to shove that he did not do all that it 
•was possible to do under the cireurc- 
ctances. 


ONLY ONE ABSENTEE. 


After the meeting came to order the 


call wns read stating the objects of the 
session. The roll call showed all pres- 
ent except Supervisor Brem, of Burling-- 
ton, who was sick. Previous to the ses- 
sion there was the usual buttonholing 
going on in the lobby of the court house 
relative to what should be done, both 
5n appointing committees to investigate 
and rebuilding of the asylum. 


TO ADJUST THE TIRE LOSS. 


As a starter Supervisor Boyd offered 


the 
follov.-ing resolution which was 


adopted without a dissenting voicei 


Resolved, That the following named 


persons, F. Vf. Klein, Hugh Edwards, 
John Liegler, James Smolieri, be arid 
they are hereby appointed to adjust the 
fire loss of the Racine county asylum 
for the insane on behalf of Racine coun- 
ty. 
. 


This action was simply taken to make 


the former action of the board" legal. 
Mr. Boyd explained that it was'neces- 
sary to have such a committee for the 
reason that the insurance adjusters 
ivould be here tomorrow and the board

DEBATE ON INVESTIGATION. 


Shortly after Supervisor Boyd intro- 


duced the follo\ying resolution: 


Kesolrcil, That the honorable state 


board of control be and tHey are hereby 
respectfully requested to investigate the 
cause of the fire which' destroyed the 
Eacine county asylum for, s th,e chronic 
in»nnc. the elliciency of thtf flrp protec- 
tion and all other matters pertaining to 
the management of said asylum that 
they may deem necessary. 


Supervisor Fred. Nelson asked if the 


state boord would assuiae that responsi- 
bility. He desired to.know if there had 
been any correspondence. 


Supervisor Kimmermann asked if the 


state board had that authority. 


Supervisor Boyd replied that they had 


absolute authority, that the body, con- 
trolled asylums. His idea was . that 
questions might come up that a commit? 
tee named by the state board could 
handle better than a committee appoint- 
ed by the county board to make an in- 
vestigation, in fact an investigation by 
the atnte b'oard would be more satisfac- 
tory. 


Supervisor Zimnrermarm believed the 


adoption of such a resolution would be 
out of place, and he moved that the su- 
perintendent and others be-called before 
the board and asked to give a statement 
with reference to the origin of the fire 
and all the facts. 


Chairman Shenkenberg took the floor 


nt this point and stated that he had 
been requested to ask the chairman of 
the state board to be present at the 
meeting. He then read a letter from 
the secretary of the state board. The 
letter explained that the secretary had 
received Mr. Shenkenberg's letter, that 
he had notified the chairman of the state 
board, Mr. G. A. Nelson, and urged up- 
on him the necessity of his appearing 
before the Eacine board. 


It appears that Mr. Nelson decided to 


visit Kaeine Monday, having misunder- 
stood the date of meeting. The result 
wns that County Clerk Bell received a 
message this morning that the chairman 
would come to Bacine tomorrow if de- 
sired. The clerk was instructed to noti- 
fy the state board to come on tomorrow. 
The Boyd resolution was withdrawn. 


COST OF NEW BUILDING. 


Fred W. Klein, on motion of Supervis- 


or Thiraen, appeared before the board 
and reported for the adjusters named to 
adjust the loss and salvage for the coun- 
ty. 


31'r. Klein said that -he had not pre- 


pared o, complete report because he did 
not understand that the committee wns 
a Ipfial one. 


Mr. Klein said that the cost of erect- 


ing the building destroyed in 1901 was 
930,000, including heating apparatus and 
light; the nesv additions'cost.about $10,- 
500, making a loss of $40,500 on the 
buildings; the value of the contents, 
from inventory taken in 1004, was $11,- 
730. Upon the buildings there was an 
insurance of $36,000; upon the contents, 
$8,550. The value of property saved 
rag given, at between $800 and $1,000. 
He believed it would cost over $50,000 
to replace the buildings. 


Chairman Shenkenberg asked ques- 


tions of Hugh Edwards in regard to 
what he believed it would cost. Mr. 
Edwards first said $50,000> then $00,000 
and finally $30,000 to put the building 
as it was with all the contents. Mr. 
Edwards did not believe that any of the 
walls iind little o! the foundation could 
be saved. 


Supervisor Barr did not believe the 


foundations should be taken into con- 
sideration, for the new plans might not 
correspond with that way of construc- 
tion. Mr. Klein restated that the whole 
thing was a total loss. 


Supervisor Ban1 said that it appeared 


to him tliiit they were there to decide 
on rebuilding the asylum and that they 
should act at once. 
He then offered 


the following resolution: 


VOTE TO REBUILD^ 


Resolved, It Is the sense of this board 


that the Kaeine county asylum for the 
chronic insane recently destroyed by fire 
should be replaced ns speedily as possi- 
ble with a substantial modern structure, 
adequate in size and as near firo proof 
as may be, keeping in mind that the coat 
of the same should not be extravagant 
or burdensome to the people.

VINDICATES HIMSELF. 


l Superintendent Overson, on motion of 
Supervisor' Zimmerman, appeared before 
the board.and gave a clear and concise 
statement of the fire. He told the story 
that has already been printed in the 
Journal; that the fire broke out in the 
attic; that it caught from a defective 
pipe in some manner unknown to him; 
that streams of water were placed on 
the blaze aa soon as it could be located; 
that the water pressure was good; that 
it was impossible to get at the fire or 
place where it started on account of-the 
smoke which drove him nnd his assis- 
tants back. He said that the water tank, 
holding 840 -barrels of water was filled 
and that at present it has 11 feet of wa- 
ter in it; that he ordered on the direct 
pressure and.could notice the change in 
streams; that after many streams were 
put on the pressure became weaker; he 
told of how the watchman made his 
rounds, the rules, etc.

Supervisor Fred Nelson made an effort 


to show that there was neglect, but his 
argument was weak and poor and Mr. 


propounded questions that shut' 


Mr. Nelson off very suddenly. In fact 
the statement of Mr. Oversen was cer- 
tainly evidence that he did 'all possible 
under the conditions in getting the pa- 
tients out, fighting Uie flrc'and then get- 
ting the patients to comfortable quar- 
ters. 
TAKES SHENKENBERG TO TASK. 


Mr. Oversell called the chairman to 


task about having made a, statement 
that' there was corn left standing out in 
the fields of the farm and it developed 
that the chairman did not knpw this of 
his own personal observation, but had 
been told so. Mr. Oversell showedsthere 
was not a stalk of corn out and the 
chairman apologized for the statement. 
Then Mr. Oversen wanted to know why 
he said there was no water in the tank.

ladders about the place, as to how the 
hot air "pipe ran through .'the partitions, 
how the hole was chopped to get at the 
fire, etc., .but did not develop a single 
thing damaging.

The board adjourned until 2 o'clock 


this afternoon in order to permit assis- 
tants of the asylum to come in and make 
statements. 


TRUSTEES GIVE TESTIMONYt 


At the meeting of the boord_ this af- 


ternoon the trustees, Messrs, Graha-m, 
Crane and Peterson, were called upon to 
state what they knew in regard to the 
fire. Mr. Graham submitted 
plans of 


the building and pointed out the loca- 
tion of the hot air pipe which is suppos- 
ed to have set the building on fire, Mr. 
Crone testified in regard to his arrival 
at the fire, the progress it had made, 
how the furniture and bedding had been 
taken out of the burning building, and 
the patients taken care of. He also 
gave as his opinion that' it would be 
cheaper to keep the stock on the farm 
than it would be to sell it off. Mr. 
Peterson differed with him and thought 
it would be cheaper to sell the same. 
Attendants of the asylum at 3:45 o'clock 
were testifying in regard to how the 
fire started.

One of tha largest industrial trans-, 


fers of property ever consummated in 
Racine was" tho sale of the entire prop- 
erty formerly controlled by the! Racine 
Knitting company at the office of the 
company in thia city today. Capitalists 
and business men from many points in 
the state and Chicago were preient to 
participate Jn the bidding. It is esti- 
ma.tcd that twenty non-residents were 
in attendance. 


Most satisfying prices to the creditors 


were obtained, the bids in some in- 
stances going beyond ths expectations 
of the creditors. The Beloit plant was 
the first parcel 011 the list, including the 
personal and real estate properties at 
Ripon, Stevens Point and Racine. 


SUBJECT TO MORTGAGES. 


According to the decision of the ref- 


eree, the Beloit plant was to be sold in 
one parcel, including the office and fac- 
tory furniture, equipment and supplies 
of every kind contained on the premises, 
also the raw materials and stock manu- 
factured or in process. The real estate 
at South Beloit, upon which the factory 
is situated, was sold subject to two 
mortgages amounting to $15,000, held by 
L. C. Hyde and the Brittan bank, of flu 
loit, one of $3,000 due February 4, 1007, 
and upon which interest has been paid 
until February 4, 1004, and on3 of $10,- 
000 due November 30, 1900, and upon 
which intercut has oeem paid until Nov. 
30, 1903, the mortgages dra'.vin^ inter- 
est at the rate of C per cent per annum. 


RIGHTS CONFERRED BY SALE. 
The sale included the copyright to the 


use of the term "Racine Feet" and nil 
trade mark rights; also the interest of 
the Racine Knitting company in certain 
land certificates of a land association of 
South 
Beloit, Illinois, and 
contract 


with 'William H. Wheeler & Company 
held by the Knitting company as indem: 
nity or collateral security for the pay- 
ment of the mortgages against the plant 
at South Beloit; also all bills receiv- 
able, stocks and bonds of the bankrupt, 
except one share of stock in the Ripon 
Telephone, company; also the shipping 
supplies and other tangible personal 
property in the Racine office, which was 
known as the sales department.

BIDS FOR WHOLE COMJIENCE. 
The real estate was then put up by 


Auctioneer Elbert Hand. It 
was ap- 


praised at $47,130.85 and was bid in by 
F. C. Lorenz, of Milwaukee, for $16,850, 
bringing the total to $31,350. The prop- 
erty was then put up as a whole, the 
bid starting at $31,350. The men inter- 
ested in this particular sale were anx- 
ious to get the property as reasonable 
and just seemed to only raise the figures 
of their contemporary about $50 at a 
time, although the price in a few in- 
stances was raised $100. At noon an 
adjournment was taken until 1:30 to

VERY UNNECESSARY FEABS 


The fmident Hie ta.t Man to Involve This 


Country in War. 


Wcllman in Record-Herald: . 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—"There is 


not one chance in 1.0.000.000 that the 
United States is to become involved in 
the Asiatic war." This statement waa 
made to me by a member of the Ameri- 
can government whoso relations with 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Hay 
are so close and confidential that it well 
may be said he spoke for them. Katur- 
ally the president and the secretary of 
state cannot make public utterance on 
such a question. But their views and 
the views of the leading members of the 
government here are so well known to 
their intimate friends "and confidantes 
that I am able to reflect them with ac- 
curacy. To many readers it may seem 
that any such assurance is superfluous. 
And yet your correspondent, during a 
recent journey in the northwest, was of- 
ten asked the question if there exists 
any serious danger of the United States 
becoming embroiled in. the hostilities be- 
tween Russia and Japan. Moreover, the 
somewhat excited and almost hysterical 
outgivings of the Russian press, prompt- 
ed 'in. part "by the Russian government 
itself, have served to increase the feel- 
ing of anxiety and to add to the fear 
that sooner or later the United States 
may be involved. It is atso true, us 
anyone may discover by leaving Wash- 
ington and conversing with the people 
out in the states, that there exists just 
a little trepidation on the score of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's supposed love for mil- 
itary operations and his penchant for 
getting into any muss that may be go- 
ing on in his neighborhood. This feel- 
ing does exist to some extent, and it 
exists among the very men who most ad- 
mire the president. They do not -be- 
lieve he is rash or that he would wan- 
tonly take steps which might plunge 
this country into war. But they feel 
that if, through the exigencies of cir- 
cumstances, a strained relation were to 
arise between the United States, and 
Russia, the president might not be as 
discreet and cautious as, for instance, 
Mr. MdKinley would bo were he still 
alive and in the-presidential chair, 


• • • • 


On these accounts I have sought In- 


formation as to the actual state of opin- 
ion in our government with reference to 
this ' possibility. Such information I 
sought in the highest quarters. There 
is here not the slightest fear that the 
United States may be drawn within the 
vortex of war. There is no desire that 
the United States become, involved. 
There i» no belief that this country has 
any stake in the outcome of the pres- 
ent hostilities which could in any preb- 
able contingency warrant the drawing 
of tha sword by ' tha United States. 
President' Roosevelt has just us much 
idea of embroiling this country in war 
with Great Britain or Mexico or Italy 
as he has of taking the part of Japan 
against Russia, which, of course, means 
that he has no thought of such a thing, 
and never has had. Russians may feel 
that American sympathies are with 
Japan; they may feel that there exists 
a real danger the United States may, in 
tile end, tako part in tha straggle oil the 
Japanese.' side. But their 
fears 
iwe 


groundless. Tlie only way in which 
Russia' could draw the United States in- 
to hostile action would be by making 
war upon the United States, and.no one 
in his senses believes Russia •will do such 
a thing as that. 


The American, government has declar- 


ed its neutrality. No matter what may 
be the Rueaianrmetbod or the .Bunion 
iieas about the American method, our 
government insane what it saya. ' It i» 
neutral, and-neutral it will remain. It 
may be true thai, considered purely aa 
a temp«ranieatal affair,.I'reatdflnfr Boo?9- 
vclt hiui a keener llklng^feV war .than 
some other presidents weVhaWl'lulA, But 
no one ever knew him to favsr war 
merely for the-wke of a chance-to fight.

ing to. the prolits of insurance couipauies, 
or us ho puts it iii the form of u rjues- 
tion, ".It is questionable 
whetJwr 
the 


state with its ubundunt 
rosources is 


practicing economy iu paying profit seek- 
ing companies to share risks 
of this 


character,1' hat! its .influence with the 
legislature of J901 in discontinuing all 
state insurance with profit seeking com- 
panies. It is but fair to the. governor 
to state in full what lie did sn;y on this 
matter which was as follows: 


"The cost of tiro insurance for tlie 


capitol nod SOIIJP. other public buildings, 
has become 
n 
considerable 
expense, 


which must be largely increased if this 
plan of protecting against lost by lire 
is consistently pursued. 'It is questiona- 
ble whether the state, with its abundant 
resources, is practicing real economy in 
paying profit 
seeking 
companies 
to 


share risks of this character. Prompted 
by legislative expressions many years- 
ago, the state otlicials discontinued in- 
suring state property. The destruction 
of- n building used for 
the Industrial 


school at Waitkesha served as an incen- 
tive and argument for the revival of the 
insurance policy, if, with 
the. butter 


materials and 
Piifeguards 
of 
modern 


building;-, and tlin added projection of 
watchmen now proUded, legislative'judg- 
ment approves insurance of state prop- 
erly against loss by lire, tlien the policy 
should hi; specifically authorized and pro- 
vided for by Jaw, and not left to the 
varying opinions and doubtful authority 
of state officials and boards intrusted 
with, the care of widely scattered prop- 
erty of the state." 


The first bill of Senator Mosher was 


defeated bearing upon this discontinu- 
ing.of state insurance in insurance com- 
panies, ii'nd the succeeding legislature in 
March 1W03 passed the hill, tlie governor 
signing the measure tho following April. 
The following is the aiili-insurunce law 
now iu force: 


Section 1. On and after July 1, 1003. 


no officer or agent of this state, and no 
persons having charge of 
any 
public 


buildings or property of the state shall 
pay out any public moneys or funds on 
account of any insurance against lose by 
lire .or torimdo, or shall in any.manner 
contract for or incur any indebtedness 
against the state on account of any such 
insurance upon any public building', fur- 
niture, fixtures, or property of any kind 
whatever belonging to the state except' 
in tlic'Tiinnner hereinafter provided. 


Section 2, provides that within thirty 


days after the passage and publication 
of the act all-state officers or any one 
having in-charge state property shall re- 
port to the inm.irnn.ee- commissioner of 
thn state each policy of. insurance which 
shall then be in force upon any property 
of any kind belonging to the state. . •. 


Upon July 1, 1903, and annually, there- 


after, th« commissioner 
shall 
provide 


for the' insurance by the state of all 
state, properly for an amount equal to 
90 per cent of the cusli value of smch 
property/ The manner in which this is 
to lie done is prescribed."

K it 'were a 'cpiesfioii of per- 
so^jaljConveni.enc*, ox. personal 'jpleasxrres, 
certainly Milwaukee would be chosen, 
Unit there clusters around Madison asso- 
ciations, old remembrances, the memor- 
ies of a, hundred political contests, that 
will be potent, and with tlie added fac- 
tor, the capitol there is lemovotl ftom 
dangers that would ever boset a state 
capitol located iu a big city. There a-ie 
too many examples of that mistake and 
there is iio need ior Wisconsin to.con- 
tribute to the error of making tlie larg- 
est city the capital of tlie state. 


Of course it is understood 'there is a 


rider as it wore that iif any movement 
removing the capitol was 
to , gather 


strength, would be a deterrent factor, 
this is the provision in tl\e laws of the 
state that would necessitate the remo- 
val of the state university along with 
the capitol Iniildirigs. 
Therefore as a 


money proposition it would .not pay 
and as a proposition of expediency and 
of benefit to the people, it is wholly un- 
necessary and in a general way easting 
asirtc all local .advantages derived from 
having the capital at 
Milwaukee, all 


questions of conveniences for neighbor- 
hoods, the general sentiment; will be in 
favor of. rebuilding at Madison. 


It should be, remembered tljnt any ar- 


gument favoring Milwaukee that.it of- 
fers attractions for the entertainment of 
visitors, offers laore hotel aoc'onmioda- 
tions, that these are not so essential 
after all. For every legitimate purpose 
of a state capital Madison offers super- 
ior advantages to Milwaukee, for if it 
does not offer tho uiuans for genteel dis- 
sipations, it offers tlie attractions of na- 
ture itself,, and ia the charming sur- 
roundings of the capital city there, is 
no lack of legislators and visitors dis- 
tracting their iuind.B from the arduous 
pursuit of legislation. 


As to the supreme court there Is no 


justifying reason it should go to Milwau- 
kee iu the, least. There are 
excellent 


reasons for its remaining exactly where 
it is. .Again as a question of personal 
likes, perhaps some of the judges would 
prefer the large city, but in fact it is a 
question if n majority of 
the 
court 


would vote for their going to Milwau- 
kee. 


.-\s one of our citizens said in the in- 


terviews published iu the .Journal 
col- 


umns, "looking jit the proposition, from

ought to say Milwaukee, but otherwise 
Madison is the place for it."

For yearg TTC have been told American 


•workingmen performed 
it measurably 


larger quantity of labor every work day 
than cHd foreign workmen. This 
has 


been dinned so often and so steadily in 
tae«ears of peopte that now they believe 
it and it lias always been a stock argu- 
ment. But'tliis belief is liable to be dig- 
yeHed,if the word of a Sew York ship 
builder is to be taken at par. This parr 
ticular American ship builder has formal- 
ly declared before « congressional com- 
mittee that the workmen employed in 
the ship building industry of Glasgow 
•using practically precisely the 
same 


tools, do sixty per cent more work than 
do Aiueiican ship builders in the same 
time. This Sew York ship builder, was 
arguing against a legalized eight hour 
day, and claiming as do many other citi- 
zens eight hour days or any -other num- 
ber of hours in the day should be a mat- 
ter of contract, not of law. 


If this, goes without dispute that Scot- 


tish workers in ship yards can and do 
sixty per cent more work with the same 
tools- and in the same length of time, it 
may very possibly occasion a revision 
in calculations. But 
jVmerican labor 


without claiming it works by the horse 
power or assertinj it overworks Euro- 
pean rivals by any .per cent, may assert 
it is more intelligent and derives better 
results. But foreign labor beating Am- 
erican labor by sixty per cent with the 
same tools and in same time, and receiv- 
ing less wages at that, perhaps makes a 
good story until another is told. Amer- 
icans have been used to just the reverse 
side of this. It has not been' so very 
long ago thnt Americans were regaled 
with, how American, contractors in Lon- 
don and other parts of England accom- 
plished wonders by dispensing with anti- 
tjuatcd British customs and the .ponder- 
ous slowness of British workmen and 
their .time wasting methods.

Tlje throwing out of the lands of 2,000 


settlers located upon what is called the 
"overlap lands" of the Northern Pacific 
railroad by Uie United States supreme 
court, may be legal, but it is not justice. 
These, people through the government 
authorities located upon these 
lands, 


and were not warned according to any 
account, either by the railroad or the 
government. Later on the railroad cor- 
poration elected instead of selecting oth- 
er lands'from the government preferred, 
as is the custom of their corporations to 
compel the people to pay over again for 
their .own property, It is stated that if 
it is impossible to make the JTorthern 
Pacific select other lands in 
place of 


these so called "overlap" lands, the set- 
tlers who bought ia perfect good faith, 
will lose not only their lands but every 
dollar of their improvements, as the 
railroad company is not to be asked to 
allow for sueh improvements. This is 
called justice, it may be law, but not the 
other. 


In OcCobcr a, peace congress is to be 


held, international in - its character at 
Boston and the attendance will not be 
distinguished in its composition, but it 
will be large. The name of Robert 
Treat Paine is being talked of for the 
presidency of the American Peace so- 
ciety, under whose auspices the congress 
is to be held, while such eminent Ameri 
cans as George F. Edmunds.

THE PEOPLE KM DOUSE THE BOARD 


The action of the board of supervis- 


ors in deciding to erect a new insane 
asylum iu place of the destroyed build- 
ings, will be endorsed bj- the jwople gen- 
erally of the county. While the cost is 
estimated at S80.000 the insurance mon- 
ey will reduce this by the amount of the 
insurance about $3B,000 on the buildings. 
The resolution to rebuild, adopted by a 
vote of twenty-two to two, 
shows a 


practically unanimous feeling 
on

part of the board and is undoubtedly re: 
fleeted by an equally large proportion of 
the people of the county.

THE LEGISLATURE SHOULD DE- 


CIDE. 


Milwaukee Sentinel: 
There appears 


to be reason to' fetur tlint Gov. La Fol- 
lette will not call an extraordinary ses- 
sion of the legislature to make provision 
for building u new statehouse in piaec 
of the one destroyed by fire last Satur- 
day. The governor, who bos a natural 
genius for doing those things which he 
ought not to do and leaving undone 
those which he 'ought to <lo, refuses to 
be interviewed or to express an opinion 
»s to what course should be pursued in 
the present emergency, but be has called 
a meeting of the capitol commission. 


The.capitol commission was created by 


chapter 31)9, laws of 1903, section 1 *' 
which law reads as follows:' 


A commission is hereby created to con 


sist of the governor and six persons, t 
be-appointed by him, one of whom a 
least shall be nominated for appointmen 
by the justices of the supreme 
cow 


from their own number, and all of whom 
slu>l! serve 'without compensation, t 
adopt and execute a plan for such addi 
tionnl room as will, in the judgment o 
such commissioners, furnish proper ac 
commodations for the stale law library 
and the supreme judicial department o* 
the state. 


It would be a wide stretch of the im 


agination that would suggest that in 
the present case, when the capitol build 
ing is in"ruins, this ' commission,' ap 
pointed for a specific purpose and giver, 
a sum of money to pay the estimated 
costs of the work it is authorized to do 
cnn take upon itself the responsibility 
of determining what is to Tse done with 
the burned statchouse. 


The legislature nlone can appropriate 


the money required to repair the old 
building or erect o new one. No othtr 
body has authority to determine how 
B-nd for what purposes the money of the 
taxpayers may be expended. Then bow 
can -a.. so-called capitol commission, ap- 
pointed under "An act to provide proper 
accommodations .for the state law li- 


brary antl the supveaie judicial depart- 
ment of the state, and making an ap- 
propriation therefor," use that appro- 
priation for another purpose or begin a 
work that will require an additional ap- 
propriation of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to complete? 
Th.e idea, is pre- 


posterous. , 


It is the business of the legislature to 


decide whether the old statehause shall 
be repaired or a new one built. Even 
in its best days the capitol now in' ruins 
was a sorry affair when compared with 
modern public 
edifices. 
Legislature 


after legislature wns appealed 
^o for 


funds to make improvements, changes, 
and repairs in order to. make it as pre- 
sentable as possible. 
And now, with a 


greater part of the interior burned out, 
with the w-nlls partly down and others 
cracked by the heat of the recent fire, 
the governor hesitates about calling an 
extra session of the legislature, the only 
body that can condemn the ruin find 
take steps to have it razed and a cred- 
itable statehouse erected in its stead. 


Every dollar 
expended on the ruin 


will be a dollar thrown away. The peo- 
ple of Wisconsin do not want a capitol 
building made up partly of fire baked 
walls and partly of new masonry. They 
do not believe in putting valuable ma- 
terial and costly work into a structure 
that is not sound and modern from the 
bottom of the foundation walls. At any 
rate, the representatives of the people 
ought to be permitted to determine this 
point.

Seed* Come From. ' 


An expert nurseryman says the 


bard.'Dess or nonhardinesa of trees de- 
pends' largely upon vhere tho seeds 
from which 
the trees in question 


sprang came from. 
Satisfactory re- 


sults 
are 
seldom 
experienced by 


planting a seed obtained from the 
Sunny South, say. By planting seeds 
gradually further north, 
however, 


trees may be at length hardened and 
acclimated until a seed from such a 
tree may be reasonably expected to 
thrive and mature its fruits. 


Trees, like people, acquire tnelr 


habits from the climate in which they 
live. 
The northern tree knows In- 


stinctively when tho time baa come 
to ripen Its fruit. The southern tree 
follows the same instinct, being In no 
hurry, as there is little likelihood of 
real coH. . With transplanting* further 
north iU habits changes. 


The great trouble with most people 


is that they want to jump a tree 
from South to North at one move. 
This game idea is evident in the at- 
tempt to bring various fruit trees 
from Rmaia to the northern United 
States.

I 
is that of Margaret Sullivan, of Racine 
Tho following telegram to the Journa 
from Janesville, relative to her demise 
was received: 


JANESVILLE, Wis., March 8.—Mrs 


Margaret Sullivan, aged eighty, one o 
the patients brought from jthe Racine 
insane asylum after its burning, died 
this morning at the asylum here. Her 
death is thought to be directly due to 
exposure at tho time of ths fire. 


Margaret Sullivan was an old, resi- 


dent of the Belle City and lived for 
many years on the north .side of the 
river. Her- husband, an early pioneer, 
became.melancholy and despondent and 
committed suicide. 
; 


From that time the mind of his wifo 


was affected and she was declared in- 
sane and taken to the northern asylum. 
There she was declared incurable and re- 
moved to the Racine county asylum. 


On the night of the asylum fire Mrs. 


Sullivan was one of the wildest of the 
hundred and thirty-three patients. It 
was almost impossible to manage^her 
and she insisted on running back into 
the building and was dragged out three 
times. During that time she was more 
or less exposed to the elements.
